Mr. Camden has a good looking hand of over 
twenty yearlings that will come to the Kentucky 
Association track next month to be broken. Among 
them, and quite the best looking of the fillies, is a 
half-sister to Helios, recent winner of the Breeders’ 
Futurity. 'This filly is by Plaiiudes. dam Hindoo 
Rose, and she will b*i a candidate for all the im- 
portant two-year-old races of 1913. 

Tracery, the brown eolt that finishe*! third in th? 
Derby at Epsom Downs in England last W’e*lnesday 
carrying the colors of August Belmont, his breeiler 
and owner, was foaled at the Nurserv Stud near 
this city, and is a brother to Trap Rock. Tracery, 
tboiigh bre*l and foaled in America, is essentially 
English, his sire being “the triple crown winner” 
RiK'k Sand auil his dam the .vtxing English mare 
Topiary, by Orme— Plaisanterie. by Wellingtonia. 
Toplarj’ was bred by Sir Tattou Sykes, was foaled 
in 1001 and was brought to America by Mr, Belmont 
in 1906. Her first foal was Bushy Top, by Bushy 
Park, which came over at her side. Her next was a 
bay fillj'. by Melton, that died. Then came Trap 
Ko(‘k and Tracery was next. Her two-year-old is 
the bay colt Top Hat. b.v Hastings.

LA'YER OF ODDS TAKEN INTO CUSTODY AT 
HUNT CLUB MEETING. 



ProseentioB of Cue Probably Will Lead to Intarpie- 
tation of Anti-Betting Laws by Highest Court of 
the Empire State— Particulars of Matter. 



New \ork, June 8. — A test of the law prohibiting 

iMiokuiaking. without writing” probably will result 
from the arrest of a man named Paul Shane at Bel 
inont Park Terminal Thurs*lay after the fifth race 
run under the uuspi**es of the Uuite*l Hunts Racing 
Ass*Hiation. .Shane was taken into custody bv 
Deput.v Sheriff .Michael Williams *>f Nassau countv. 
*-liarged with violating th«* unti-bookmakiug law, aa*l 
was taken to Hempstead. L. L, wrhere he was ar 
raigned before Justice of the Peace Charles F. 
Gittens. Shane engaged Surrogate John J. Graham 
as connsel and enter**d a plea of not guilty. 'Phe 
prisoner was paroled in Mr. Graham’s inistody, wlth- 
*>iit bail, nntil next 'I'uesday, when a bearing w'ill 
be held. 

It _was sahi that Shane’s connsel would apply f*ir 
a writ of halteas <-orpus iu onler to carry the * mat - 
j^r to the (’ourt *>f Ap|H*als us soon as imsslhle. 
The arrest was the first ina*le at a ra*-** truck iu this 
state sin«*e the Jo*kej Club closed the gates of its 
tracks in S**ptemtier. 1910. It was effect e«l jh> 
*liuetly that few of thos** present knew anything 
aUnit it. Shane is well known on the lo**af raee- 
coiirses. He went to the course earlv. prepare*! t** ' 
wager privately with his friends, b**rieving that he 
would not be accused of violating the law in the 
face of a Court *»f .Apiieals «le<*isioii last year to tlu* 
effect that betting was not Illegal except wh«*u lav- 
ers *>f 4Klds a<-*.*ept**d aiul re**ord»id wagers. 

Shane nceept***! some bets on the first race with 
out making a iii**iiiorau*liim. Among those who 
wagered with him was .Matt Corb**tt. It was report 
ed. C*>rbett, it was sai*l. backed Rtak Abbey, a 10 
to 1 shot, that was disqualifi**d after finishing in 
front, but he collecte*! his winnings, so the g*>ssips 
asserted, before the change iu the placing was mad** 
by the stewards. Deputy Sheriff Williams did not 
arrest Miane until afti;r the fifth race had been run 
b*H*»us*‘, as be explained, he wantetl to se«-ure con- 
clusive evi*lcuce. Williams declared that he saw 
Shane post odds on his program, accept and pay oui 
wagers in cash, and in other ways violate the law. 
But, sai*l Williams, he ditl not see the prisoner re- 
cor*l the various transactions. 

Sheriff Charles Ib* Mott of Nassau county did not 
learn of Shane s arrest until he arrived at his home 
in Garden City. De .Mott attended the races with 
numerous deputies who. he declared, were ordered 
to enforce the law to the letter. 

“1 made a personal inspection of the conditions.” 
said Sheriff Dt^ Mott, “and I did not see anv open 
bookmaking. It is true that some persons' made 
wagers privately, but there was no evidence up*>n 
which arrests could be made. I left the track right 
after the fifth race and a few minutes later Wil- 
liams caught Shane with the goods. I have no i*lea 
just what kin*i of **vldeuce Williams secure*!.” 

It was runior**d long b**fore the flrst race that 
trouble was brewing. Sheriff Ib* Mott’s *leputi**s. 
man.v of them in uniform, polic**tl the track. 'riHf.x 
hail charge of the gates and swarmed iimler the 
grauilstaml. wh**re oral bettors iisiiallv inmgregat**. 
Allan l*ink**rtoii with Capt. Tboriibill and several 
plain clothes men. was there. to*>. The Pinkerton 
men dhl not apr*ear at the r**cent one-day meeting 
of the Meadow' Brook Steeplechase Association, and 
It was said that the.v had not been engaged biMraiis** 
the sheriff’s men declar***! the.v did not require their 
assistance. Mr. Pinkerton said Tbursil.iv that he 
wa.s there at the request of Sheriff De .Mott, to help 
euforc** the law*. 

Al Beutler. representing another detective agenev, 
was on the ground acting imlependently of the sh*.*rift- 
and the Pinkertons, while fi>ur unknown sleuths, 
said to have been hired b.v the New Y«>rk State 
Civic L**ague. were extremely busy In .sea**h of law- 
breaking. With this array of talent reailv to make 
arrests It wasn’t a bit strange that professional 
betting ni**n were afraid to back their orfinions. 

illiani J. Connor, a veteran price-la vug. was 
among the first to be warm*d by the Pinkertons. He 
wms siipfHise*! to have taken a few oral wagers when 
i^ornhiil told him to quit or get *>ut of the en- 
closure. Thornhill called attention to signs posteil 
m conspicuous places stating that each purchaser *>f 
a badge had agree*! to live np to the printed condi- 
tions thereon. w’hi<*b rea*l as follows: 

“The holder of this tick**t agrees not to violate 
an.v provision of any statute prohibiting poolselling. 
iMKikmaking or gambling, and also agrees to be ex- 
pelled from the groumis without the return of his 
money If found guilty.” 

Half a dozen men who ileclined to heed similar 
Warnings were 1 *h 1 to the gates and practically 
eject«*d. -As a result of this vigilance tlM*re was 
little or no b**tting. although iiaudi*‘ai>pens furnisbe*! 
the newspapers with a s**t of prices lH*f44re the nm- 
uiug of each race. 

August Belmont, chairman of the Jo«*ke.y Club 
was pres**nt. but he said that be knew nothing alsMU 
the existing conditions. exe**pt that the direitors of 
the assiM'iatiou had issued orders to suppress specula- 
tion as far as iiossible. 

Sev4*ral indiviiluals who at form*T amateur rac© 
meetings on Long Islaml w’»*re a('cns«*d of slmking 
down alleged pr*>fessiunal lH*ttors wrere not at the 
track, and it was report***! that the .sheriff’s men 
had been instnietisl to arrest auytNHiv that might be 
**harg**d with atteniptisl blackmail. Tlie presence of 
the Pinkert*>ns was taken as prt>of that the asso- 
ciathm was iletermin***! to obey the directors’ Tia- 
bility law. ami w'h**ii the races were over the otBciuU 
*>f the track sahl they were well satisti***! with the 
way things had lK‘t*ii hainile*].
